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Vatican condemns anti-Semitism

WASHINGTON (NC)—A far-reaching call 
for deeper understanding and closer relation- 
ships in dialogue, prayer and action between 
Catholics and Jews, has~come from the 
Vatican. 


The new document, condemns ‘‘all forms 
of anti-Semitism and discrimination’’ as 
“opposed to the very spirit of Christianity.’’ 


THE NEW document came from the 
Vatican’s newly formed Commission for 
Religious Relations with ‘the Jews and was 
signed by Cardinal Jan Willebrands, 
president of the new commission. 


It is called ‘‘Guidelines and Suggestions 
for Implementing the Conciliar Declaration 
‘Nostra Aetate’ (no. 4).’’ 

It calls for: 


—Dialogue and shared prayer between 
Christians and Jews, both at the grassroots 
level and in the scholarly community; 


—Careful attention in the liturgy to the 
common elements of Christian and Jewish 
liturgy, to unprejudiced and_ sensitive 
interpretation of biblical passages that have 
been interpreted in the past as unfavorable to 
the Jews. 


—The elimination of anti-Judaic or 
_anti-Semitic tones in Christian religious and 
historical education and in the mass media. 


~—Collaboration between Christians and 


_ Jews “*in seeking social justice and peace at 
every level—local, national and internationa-

—The establishment by bishops of ‘‘some 
suitable commissions or secretariats on a 
national or regional level’’ to foster relations 
between Catholics and Jews. 


An introductory note released by the 
Vatican explained that the document ‘‘does 
not propose a theology of Judaism. Such a 
theology certainly has an interest for 
specialist research and reflection, but it still 
needs considerable study.’’ 


OBSERVERS have noted, however, that 
some of the theological content of an earlier 
working document—made public in 1969— 
has been omitted from the official statement. 


The working document included explicit 
references to the part Christians played in 
2,000 years of persecution of the Jews and to 
re place of the land of Israel in the Jewish 

aith. 


In the final document Christian responsi- 
bility for the persecution of Jews is implied 
only indirectly and there is no mention of the 
religious significance of the promised land 
for the Jews. 


Father Edward Flannery, director of the 
U.S. bishops’ Secretariat for Catholic-Jewish 
Relations in Washington, D.C., and Rabbi 
Marc Tanenbaum, director of interreligious 
affairs of the American Jewish Committee in 
New York, both praised many aspects of the 
new document; but both expressed some 
reservations. 


FROM A Jewish perspective the guide- 
lines are ‘‘a_ conservative and_ timely 
contribution to the advancement of Jewish— 
Christian understanding and cooperation,”’ 
Rabbi Tanenbaum said in a_ prepared 
statement for the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. 


But he added that the document also 
“contains, regrettably, certain formulations 
that no self-respecting Jewish person can live 
with in good conscience, since these 
formulations regarding conversion imply a

religious ‘second-class’ status in the family of 
faith communities.”’ 


He objected strongly, however, to a 
statement in the document that ‘‘in virtue of 
her divine mission, and her very nature, the 
Church must preach Jesus Christ to the 
world.”’ 


‘*While acknowledging the right of 
Christians to evangelize,’’ the rabbi said, 
“‘the assertion of a conversionary intention 
within the framework of guidelines for the 
improvement of Catholic-Jewish relations 
cannot but cast doubt about the motivations 
of the entire program. 


‘*PRESUPPOSED in a conversionary 
approach to the Jewish people is a clear 
assumption that Judaism is inadequate as the 
source of truth and value to the Jewish 
people, and that the election of Israel as a 
convenanted people has somehow been 
terminated.”’ 


Father Flannery disputed Rabbi Tanen- 
baum’s interpretaion of the document at this 
point. The enunciation of the universal 
mission of the Church, the priest said, is 
limited to the one statement in the document. 


“This in no sense implies a particular 
mission to Jews,’’ Father Flannery told NC 
News. 

‘“‘Nothing in the document,’’ he added, 
“‘assigns an inferior status to Judaism.”’

diocesan ecumenical commission welcomed condemnation in

After 9,000 mile journey — 


Old friends meet in Redlands

REDLANDS—Usually a 


former student dropping by 


to see a priest is no big deal, 
but when the visit involves 
traveling more than 9,000 
miles, that’s something. 


' For Father Matia Kibuka 
of the Kampala, Uganda, 
diocese in East Africa, the 
journey ended when he was 
reunited with his old friend 
and former college instruc- 
tor, Father Francis Wieser, 
administrator of St. Mary’s 
parish here. 


FATHER WIESER first 
met Father Kibuka while 
serving as a missionary in 


Uganda for eight years | 


during the 1950s. He taught 
at a Kampala college and 
directed a Catholic seminary. 


Father Kibuka, a student 
at the college, continued his 
studies and was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1958, a year 
after Father Wieser returned 
to America. 


A year ago Father Kibuka 
came to the U.S. to study at 
Catholic University in 
Washington, D.C. Recently 
he arranged a reunion with 
Father Wieser. 


DESCRIBING his native 
land to Southern Cross, 
Father Kibuka said Uganda 
has 10 million people, 47 per 
cent of whom are Catholic. 


He explained that 
Kampala, the nation’s capi- 
tal, has a population of about 
30,000. and is near the 
western shore of Lake Victo- 
ria, 900 miles west of 
Nairobi, Kenya. 


Parish work, he says, is 
much different than it is 


here. ‘‘My parish, Our Lady 
of Fatima, includes 68 out 
Stations (villages and ham- 
lets), the farthest of. which is 
84 miles from the parish. 

Father Kibuka’s duties 
include regular trips to these 
stations to say ‘Mass, perform 
marriages and baptisms and 
to see that Catholic education 
is provided.

Eagen and Msgr. John 
Portman with acolytes, fol- 
lowing the Mass, to bless 
every one of the many rooms 
and corridors. 

“This ground has already 
been consecrated by a mar- 
tyr,’’ said Bishop Maher.

THE STAINED glass win- 
dows of the Good Shepherd, 
St. Therese and otliers, from 
the sisters’ former home for 


boys at Van Nuys, Los 
Angeles, were brifliant in the 
bright afternoon sunshine, 
while the early. green of 
newly sowed grass patterned 
the external walking and 
garden areas. 


The home, which will 
provide accommodations for 
110 persons, with a separate 
wing for retired priests, will 
be open to the public for 
viewing Sunday. It is antici- 
pated that the first residents 
will arrive during February. 
According to the sisters, the 
waiting list of applicants is a 
long one.

In-a series of solemn 
messages, particularly just before Christmas, he 
seemed to find little joy in the world picture, but 
much of sorrow and alarm. There is no doubt that 


the Holy Father has cause for the deepest anguish. _ 


He surely needs our prayers to help him in the 
demanding and responsible duties as shepherd of 
the Universal Church. i 


Peace of mind 


As a bishop, the Pope deserves peace of mind. 
This is based on the best of authority. Among the 
Christmas cards Bishop Maher received was one 
from a priest studying in Rome, who quoted 
Ignatius of Antioch thus: ‘‘For it is the duty of every 
one, most particularly the clergy, to see that the 
bishop enjoys peace of mind.’’ 


Submissive wives? 


| see that the reading for the feast of the Holy 
Family ran into trouble again. You will remember it 
quotes St. Paul’s letter to the Colossians: ‘‘You who 
are wives, be submissive to your husbands.’’ It also 
reminds fathers not to ‘‘nag’’ their children. 


St. Joan’s International Alliance, founded to 
promote women’s equality with men in the Church, 
protested to the American bishops this year. Last 
year the group picketed St. Patrick’s cathedral, 
New York, on the feastday. 


There can be some sympathy for their view, | 
think, that the reading is very selective. In fact the 
final paragraph about submissive wives may seem 
almost contrary to what precedes it. 


The worth of man—or woman 


We are reaching absolutely ludicrous proportions 
in the: monetary values placed on sportsmen and 
others in the public eye. The truly scandalous price 
of $3.75 million paid by New York Yankees for the 
-services of pitcher ‘‘Catfish’’ Hunter once again 
demonstrates the parlous state of our value system.

The 
planes formerly used by generals without hindrance 
are to be given to a separate Military Airlift 
Command. 


But the big news was in the final, small 
paragraph. The change, according to Gen. David C. 
Jones, Air Force chief of staff, ‘‘would eliminate 
6,000 jobs and would save $100 million and more 
than 600 million gallons of fuel annually.’’ 


The fact that this is now being saved gives an 
indication of the tremendous waste allowed to 
penetrate military and civil government spending. 
And all the headline said was ‘‘AF Generals’ trips 
curbed.’’ Surely ‘’$100 million saved and 6,000 jobs 
cut’’ would have been a more appropriate tag. Or 
are we too in-awe of military to say so?

A growing change in the past decade in the 
participation of the lay people is encouraging.

Vatican Il put it into perspective. Succeeding 
generations of Catholics must implement the 


‘recommendations of the Council. And the first

The Overseas Develop- 
ment Council notes that the 
three million tons of chemical 
fertilizer used annually on 
U.S. lawns and golf courses 
exceeds the total used by 
farmers in India to produce 
food. 


India’s spring wheat crop 
fell seven million tons below 


_the expected figure, prima- 


rily because of a shortage of 
fertilizer. 


The Overseas Develop: : 


ment Council estimates that 
if each American ate one less 
hamburger (or its equivalent) 
a week about 10 million tons 
of additional grains could be 
saved for the starving. 


Religious leaders are urg- 
ing Americans to eat less and 
observe meatless days to 
show their concern for the 
starving and thereby make 
available the grain that will 
save them from death. 


To the. starving, our com- 
plaints about inflation and 
the high cost of food must be 
shocking, because they’re 
dying for the chance to live in 
our inflation-ridden econ- 
omy.

Time and tide wait for no one 


We were talking...about ends and 
beginnings, the end of one quarter 
century and the beginning of another, the 
dying of seeds and leaves and the 
germination of others, and the endless 
continuity of change and growth. 


Time is inexorable. Whether we like it 
or not, the earth turns, the seasons 
change, the years pass; situations build 
and are resolved or not resolved, matters 
of immediate concern slip by into memory 
almost before we know it—and we grow 
older. 


LIKE DEATH, aging is an inevitable 
consequence of life. From the moment of 
birth we become involved in the process of 
aging, destined to die. In birth, lies the 
beginning of our human end; in death lies 
the end of our spiritual beginning. 


It is all part of the business of living and 
the mystery of spiritual evolution. How we 
are affected by the passage of time 
depends greatly upon the manner in which 
we meet its daily challenge. 


To age ‘gracefully’ is to take ‘‘time by 
the forelock’’ and let it work to our 
benefit, without attempting to deny or 
exaggerate its inroads upon our persons 
and relationships.

New clergy study course sends priests ‘into orbit’ 


Father Louis Gunty, pastor of St. Catherine of 


Siena parish, Rialto, has just completed the 


three-month ‘‘Vatican Il Institute for Clergy 
Education’’ at Menlo Park, near San Francisco. 
Three other priests of the diocese also attended: 
Here Father Gunty writes his. impressions. of the 
Institute, which he describes as the ‘‘most important 
three months in the lives of those attending.”

Spaceship ‘’Vatican Il Institute for Clergy 
Education’’ 
“‘re-entered’’ just before Christmas. 


During this initial voyage of 95 days, this pioneer 
project, sponsored by many of the bishops of 
Western Region XI, has probed the vast regions of 
knowledge, psychology and spirituality, in order to 
develop a more effective and affective priestly life 
for the 28 priests who were chosen for this 
three-month voyage. 


THE PRIME planner, organizer and director was 
Father Dan Danielson, director of Clergy Education 
for the Diocese of Oakland. Three bishops and five 
priests form the board of directors of the Vatican II 
Institute. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher sent four priests-from the 
San Diego diocese to attend: Fathers Richard 
Humphrys, Coachella; John Gorman, Montclair; 
Ned O’Donnell, Ontrario, and me. 


The deacon residence at St. Patrick Seminary in 
_Menlo Park became the home and: school for the 
participants. 

CLASSES WERE conducted for four hours a day, 
six days a week, including Saturdays and Sundays, 
with a free day on Thursdays. The surrounding Bay 
areas provided spots for sight-seeing, golf, concerts 
and movies. Three hours of study time each day 
were required, and digesting the subject matter 
provided the focus for deeper reading and research. 


The goal of renewal and growth was realized in 
the men, who are mostly pastors, with four to 38 
years of priestly experience. The average age of 46 
made it a bit difficult for some who had not had 
formal schooling for many years. The growth and 
development of the whole man was the purpose of 
the institute. It was not merely a ‘‘head trip’’ of 
knowledge. 


The experience of community was eminently 
realized. Daily concelebrated Mass, evening prayer 
and shared prayer, plus monthly days of recollection 
and a three-day directed retreat made the spiritual 
life of the priests of prime importance. 


Classes in -psychology and. group discussions 
enhanced personal development. Psychological tests 
were given to those who desired it. Study of 
scripture, with emphasis on the four gospels and the 
introduction to the Old Testament made the Word of 
God come more alive.

The Church, in its human and divine dimension, 
was analyzed in view of Vatican II teaching on the 
Church as the pilgrim people of God, constantly in 
need of reform, ever optimisticaly seeking the 
guidance of the ‘Holy Spirit.

life. Faith is seen as our own acceptance of this 
transcendence and our acceptance of God as our 
Father and Jesus as our Brother. 


Liturgy is the multi-leveled concept of reality. The 
Mass is the summit, the peak of human experience. 
Children’s liturgies were explained and encouraged, 
lending variety and flexibility to the Mass. 


THE PRIESTS, in groups of four, viewed their 
presidential style on video-tape and went to nearby 
parishes to observe Sunday liturgies. The role of the 
priest was seen as one of leadership in the Christian 
community, as the leader of prayer and discerner of 
the Spirit, making it imperative that he be a ‘‘man of 
prayer’. 

Psychologically, the priests. (who often are 
emotionally under-developed) must be concerned 
with the human processes. Inter-personal relation- 
ships are vital to fill the basic human needs of 
security, love and self-esteem. 


Familiarity with the terminology of the ‘‘New 
Morality’’ and ‘‘New Theology’ brought new 
perspectives, depth and openness to the traditional 
concepts. The ‘‘supernatural existential’ of Karl 
Rahner gave the view of universal salvation and the 
Christ-event of history in dealing with grace. 


IN THE REALM of moral theology the 
‘fundamental option’’ as taught by Father Richard 
McCormick, makes man’s core commitment 
superior to the traditional concept which labeled 
many single actions as mortal sins. A fresh look at 
Canon Law and the subject of moral ethics treated of 


the problems (yet unsolved) on divorce and 
remarriage, contraception, abortion and homosexu- 
ality.

The Institute was the beginning. It brought priests 
together to ‘‘get things in order.’’ The Prince of 
Peace is the Star we must follow. Modern theology 


may cause some difficulties and raise. more. 


questions than it provides answers. But the Church, 
in its full human dimension is moving away from the 
static to the dynamic. 


The thrust of the ‘‘existential’’ pull toward 
transcendence has the security and the push of the 
culture*of the Church with its 2,000 years. of 
experience. The mystery of our faith is in the 
movement of the Holy Spirit in the individual lives of 
all men. Truth, good and beauty are found in 


‘spheres hitherto not looked for. 


ECUMENISM, liberation, eastern religion and 
even the ‘‘anonymous Christian’’ have integral parts 
to play in bringing the Kingdom of God to the here 
and now world, a world aa: for meaning, 
searching for God.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—He made them an 
offer they will probably refuse. 


Calling abortion an ‘‘indelible crime’’ and 
a “‘monstrous, horrendous decision,’’ Father 
Battista Mondin has offered his life to the 
“parliaments of Europe and America’’ in 
exchange for the lives of the unborn. 

Writing in. the Vatican weekly magazine, 
L’Osservatore della Domenica, the Harvard- 
trained priest said: “‘I ask the parliaments of 
Europe and America to accept my life in 
substitution for that of so many children.

SAN FRANCISCO (NC)— 
Three farmworkers from the 
San Joaquin Valley and three 
consumers from the San 
Francisco Bay area filed a 
major antitrust lawsuit here 
against E. ned Gallo Winer- 
ies. 


Gallo, one of America’s 
largest producers of wine, 
does an estimated $250 
million business a year and is 
currently the focus of a 
consumer boycott organized 
by the United Farm Workers 
of America (UFWA). 


THE COMPANY had a 
contract with the union from 
1967 until 1973 when it, 
along with many other 
California grape growers, 
switched to the Teamsters’ 
union. 


Jose Guiterrezo and two 
other farmworkers were join- 
ed in the suit by Margin 
Fassler, a consumer repre- 
sentative of San Francisco, 
and two others in a class 
action that charges the Gallo 
Wineries with a wide range 
of unlawful business practic- 
es as part of a scheme for 
restraint of trade and 
monopolization in the popu- 
larly priced wine industry.

WINOGRAD said that ‘‘on
